New York, Feb. 28.—The Jury In the 


Adams case came in with its verdict at 
8:43 last night It was as follows: 


"We find that the said Catherine J. 


Adams came to her death on Dec. 28, 
1898, 'in 61 West ^Jsaty^Sbtth street by 
poison by mercarricTftsjwnide, adminis- 
tered by Harry S. Cornish, to whom said 
poison had. been sent in a bottle of brome 
seltzer by Roland B. Molineux." 


The coroner immediately issued a war* 


rant for the arrest' of Molineux and the 
latter was at once arraigned before him. 
Through his attorney, Bartow S. Weeks, 
be demanded an immediate hearing, but 
-Assistant District Attorney Osborne ob- 
jected, saying-.it was impossible to pro- 
ceed with the hearing. The hearing wag 
then set down for tomorrow morning at 
11:30 o'clock. Molineux was committed 
to the Tombs without bail. 


The curtain rose on the last act of the 


melodrama yesterday 
afternoon, 
A 


shopkeeper who rented private letter 
boxes, svjKa positively that Molineux 
was his pocron, using the name of "H. 
C. Barnet." 
It was proved long ago 
that bottles of medicine had been sent 
to that letter box. Then the handwrit- 
ing, experis were called, and one after 
another declared that the band that 
wrote the address on the poison pack- 
age and forged the names of Harry Cor- 
nish and H. C. Barnet to letters sent to 
drug firms ordering powder medicines 
was the hand of Roland B. Molineux. 
The experts were absolutely certalnxui 
their identification of the penmanship, 
and would make no qualification of their 
statements. 
• 


At 4:35 o'clock Colonel Gardiner an-,1 


nounced that the evidence in the hand* 
Of the people had been given, and he be- | 
ran to sum up the case. He explained 
the reasons for the delay in bringing the 
case to an investigation, aaying that it 
was necessary to determine whether Mrs. 
Adams had in reality died of poison. 
Professor Witthaua did discover poison 
in the contents of the bottle, and as soon 
as it was possible for the district at- 
torney's office to go ahead with the In- 
quest It did so. 


"In consequence of tbe publicity which 


tbe case was given," continued Colonel 
Gardiner, "certain persons had became 
suspicion* and were put on their guard 
Certain method* bad therefore to be 
adopted to disarm suspicion. We realized 
that we must have evidence of the hand- 
writing of the person we suspected. We 
suspected also that the person who com- 
mitted the crime had knowledge of 
chemistry. 


"The first" witness placed on the stand 


(Cornish) was made to suspect that we 
thought he was the guilty party, and the 
evidence be gave was the evidence of a 
man full of consternation. But we dis- 
armed* suspicion from the really guilty 
person. The very next man to-go upon 
the itand (Molineux) was the person tnat 
the public had cettled upon. 


He dwelt upon the fact that Mrs 


Molineux had sent flowers and a letter to 
Barnet only 19 days before her marriage, 
and discredited the statement of Mol- 
ineux that he had paid for the flowers. 
"It is clear that Mrs. Molineux loved 
Barnet, but knew Molineux had good 
prospects, and she wanted to be taken 
care of. Jealousy i* the motive," said 
Colonel Gardiner. 


Colonel Gardiner here took up Mol- 


ineux's hatred of Cornish and spoke ot 
Molineux's visit to Chinatown and hia 
intimacy with persons. Caming'downrta 
the hiring of the letter boxes, Colonel 
Gandiner said: 


"In one instance the box was rented in 


the name of 'H. C. Barnet.' You heard 
a witness on this stand ewear that h« 
saw Molineux there 10 or 20 times and 
identified him as hiring the box in Bar- 
net's name. Then there was1 another 
letter box hired in the name of Harry S. 
Cornish, and a. letter was received there 
•Jrom Frederick Stearns of Detroit in 
answer to one written by 'H. S Cornish' 
making inquiries about Harpster. If the 
person who wrote that letter of inquiry 
had known that Cornish was acquainted 
with Mr. Stearns he would probably not 
have selected Cornish's name. Now you 
have seen witnesses go upon this stand 
as experts in. handwriting and heard 
them testify thai the man who wrote 
•thoee letters signed 'Harry Cornish' and 
'H. C. Barnet' wrote the address on the 
package of poison. Is there any doubt 
in your minds that Roland B. Molineux 
did it?" 


Colonel Gardiner then said that the 


letters, to his mind, had been written, by a 
degenerate. 


ilolmeux'a father is a paint manufac- 


turer, and is reputed to be a millionaire. 
The prisoner has gone into good so- 
ciety, being of excellent address and 
manners, and prospective heir to J. great 
jt>rtune. 
His counsel is Bartow 3.

Why They Are So Severe and How Th 


Should Be Treated. 


It is' pommouly said tbat a sprain 


"joint is worse than a broken boue, a 
tbis is often true, for in a severe spr<> 
tbe injury is really greater than n 
simple fracture. 
The ankle is perbj 


thb most frequently sprained of all i 
joints, though tbe knee, elbow s 
wrist are also very liable to be iujui 
in falls especially. 


A sprain of a joint varies greatly 


•everity. - It may consist of a si:u] 
wrench, witbont the tearing of any 
tbe ligaments, or it may be a more c 
tenbive injury, stopping just short c 
dislocation.

In a moderately severe case one 


more of tbe ligaments of tbo joint v. 
be torn slightly, or possibly coinpleU 
across. Tbe membrane beneath the 1 
amenti, which retains the Inbricaii 
fluid of tbe joint, will be raptured, p> 
mitting tbe escape of more or less 
> 


this fluid into tbe parts about, and gh 
ing riga. sometimes to a considerab) 
•welling. This swelling maybe incre; 
ed also by an effusion of fluid into i 
joint, especially if inflammation sets i 
and finally there is usually a slight 
even sometimes a qnita pronounced i 
capo of blood into the tissues, and tb 
gradually working to tbe surface, '< 
pears as a black and bine stain. 


In more severe'cases the tendons pn 


fng over tbe joint and attaching t 
•Misclea wbicb move it to the bones in:

ally back to health by cold douching, 
dry rubbing in a direction toward th« 
body and passive motion. It is some' 
times necessary in very severe cases to 
treat tbe sprain by means of splints, ex- 
actly as if it were a fracture or disloca- 
tion.—Youth's Companion.

C»TM Alone the Coeat Wherein their 


Contraband Good* Wen Stored. 


A very onrions feature of tba coasts 


of England, where rocky or wild, is tbe 
trencbed and banked np patoa from the 
caves alftng tbe coast. These are notice- 
able in Devon and Cornwall and along 
tbe Bristol channel. Tbat terrible aea 
front consists of precipitous walla of 
rock, witb only here and there a dip, 
wberea brawling stream has sawed its 
course down to the sea, and here there 
is, perhaps, a sandy shore of diminu- 
tive proportions, and the rocks around 
are pierced in all directions witb oar- 
eras. -The smugglers formerly ran tbeir 
goods into these caves, wben the weath- 
er permitted, or tbe preventive men were 
not on tbe lookout Tbey stowed away 
their goods in tbe caves and gave notice 
to tbe farmers and gentry of the neigh- 
borhood, all of whom were provided 
witb numerous donkeys, wbicb were 
henceforth sent down to the caches, and 
tbe kegs aud bales were removed under 
cover of tbe nigbt or of storm. As an 
excuse for keeping droves of donkeys 
it was pretended that tbe sea sand and 
tbe kelp served as admirable dressing 
for the land, and no doubt BO tbey did. 
Tbe trains of asses sometimes came np 
laden with sacks of sand, bnt not infre- 
quently witb kegs of brandy. 


Now a wary preventive man might 


watch too narrowly tbe proceedings of 
these trains of asses. Accordingly 
squires, yeomen and farmers alike set 
to work to cut deep ways in tbe face ot 
tbe downs, along tbe slopes of the bills, 
and bank them up so that the whole 
caravans of laden beasts might travel 
up and down absolutely unseen from 
tbe sea and greatly screened from the 
laud side. Undoubtedly tbe sunken 
ways and high banks are a great protec- 
tion against tbe weather. So they were 
represented to be, and no donbt greatly 
were tbe good folks commended 'for 
tbeir consideration for the beasts arid 
tbeir drivers in thus at great cost shot- 
ting them off from tbe violence of tbe 
gale. Nevertheless it can hardly'be 
doubted that concealment from the eyes 
of tbe coast guard waa sought by tbis 
means quite as much, if not more, than 
tbe sheltering tbe beasts of burden from 
tbe weatber.—Sooth African Review.

Some Details of Interest Ketardlnc Its 


Construction and Use. 


The stroller along the wharfs who 


should see rising from the smokestack, 
of a big steamer a small and at the start 
perfectly defined column of smoke which 
seemed to come from a small smoke- 
pipe within the big one might wonder 
if the great smokestack was filled with 
smaller stacks, one for each boiler. As' 
a matter of fact it is not so filled, but 
there is within it a smaller smoke pipe 
called the donkey stack, which is the 
chimney for the boiler of tbe donkey en- 
gine, which is used when the vessel ia 
in port in hoisting cargo in and ont. It 
is from this pipe that tbe small column 
of smoke is seen to issue. 


The donkey stack is placed sometimes 


against tbe forward inner side of tbe big 
stack, sometimes against tbe after inner 
side. It may be a complete pipe, or it 
may be formed of iron in tbe shape of 
half a pipe, with flanges riveted to tbe 
main pipe. 


If a single one of the large boilers 


were used, as it might be when tbs ship 
is in port, it might be connected with 
tbe donkey stack, but in their regular 
and common arrangement and use the 
uptakes of all these boilers run into tbe 
great chimney, whose whole interior is 
open, except for tbe braces -. rnnniug 
across it to strengthen and support it 


The chimneys of all largo steamships, 


however, and of many other steam ves- 
sels as well are built double, with an 
inner and an outer shell, with a space 
between varying according to tbe size 
of tbe vessel. It may be from five to ten 
inches. Tbe primary purpose of this 
chamber around tbe smokestack is to 
afford ventilation for the engine room 
and tbe stokehole. ID at least one mod- 
ern passenger ship ventilating pipes 
from the passenger quarters have been 
carried to these chambers, Incidentally 
tbe space between tbe shells helps to 
keep tbe stack sightly, for thus con- 
structed the-chimney is cooler on tbe 
outside tban it would otherwise be, and 
so it holds paint tbe better.—New York 
San.

THE NATION'S flNANCES 


Interesting Figures Compiled by 


the Treasury Department 


BEOEEPT8 FROM CUSTOM HOUSES. 


Whsrt It C*M t* H«» »e vatic* 0Ui«w 


GoveranesU Dnrinc th« Pswit Fl»« 
Ye*M—Reeei»t> Are Ample to Meet 
the Ordinary Expenditure*. 


The customs receipts of the govern- 


ment, eiolusive of those from tea. are 
now running at the rate'of 1560.000 
per day. or considerably more than one- 
half, the average daily expenditures 
during tbe five years prioi to tbe begin- 
ning of the extraordinary expenditures 
due to the war with Spain. 


The bureau of statistics of the treas- 


ury department has just compiled some 
figures on the customs receipts of the 
government since the beginning of the 
fiscal year 1893. thus including the 
opeiations of three tariff laws. These 
figures show that the tctal receipts from 
customs during the fiscal years 1893. 
1894, 
1895. 1896 and 1897 were $828,- 


008.044. or an average of $451,450 per 
diem during that five years' period, 
thiee of the years in ijneetiou having 
been nnder the tariff act of Aug. 27, 
1894. and two years under the act of 


i Oct. 1.1890. Tho fiscal year 1898 ia not 
l included in these estimates, since its 


customs receipts were far below the 


i normal because of the small importa- 


tions immediately following the enact- 
ment of the tariff law of July 24, 1897, 
while its expenditures, by reason of 
the war. were far above the normal. 


1 
The total expenditures of the five 


years 1898-7 were $1,635,152.139. mak- 
ing the average annual expenditure 
during that time $365.080.428, or an 
average'of $1,000.000 per day for all of 
the general expenditures of the govern- 
ment 
This, of course, includes none 


of tbe expenditures of tbe postoffice de- 
partment except the annual deficit, tho 
custom of the treasury department in 
considering its expenditures being to 
omit from its calculations the total re- 
ceipt's and expenditures of the postoffice 
department, which is practically self 
sustaining, and to include only the def- 
icit of each year in the treasury ex- 
penditures. 
~- 


The statement of the bureau of sta- 


tistics further shows that the receipts of 
the calendar year 1898 from the cus- 
tomo act of July 24, 1897, coupled with 
the internal revenue and miscellaneous 
receipts under the then existing laws, 
have more than equaled the ordinary 
daily expenditures prior to the begin- 
ning of extraordinary expenditures due 
to the war. The total receipts from 
customs in the year 1898 were $183,- 
879.861. of which $2,Q79.787 was from 
tea. The total .receipts from internal 
xevenue during the ye.ar were $323,922,- 
810, of which $55.286.831 was from 
war revenue taxes.,. The total miscel- 
laneous receipts of the year were §36,- 
629,580. of wh'ich $14,841,401 was 
from sales of Pacific railroad, making 
the total extraordinary receipts of the 
year $73.208,019, which, if deducted 
from the grand total receipts of the 
year, $442,681,251, w.ould leave $370, 
423,283 asjhe ordinary receipts exclu- 
sive' of war revenues-.tfnd receipts from 
Pacific railroad, or, in round figures, 
$5,392,804 in excess of the average an- 
nual expenditures during the five years, 
1808-7. prior to The beginning of the 
war expenditures. 


The following tables show: 1. The 


total receipts from customs, internal 
revenue and miscellaneous during the 
calendar year 1898. 
3. The extraordi- 


nary receipts of the year in each of these 
divisions. 3. The net ordinary receipts 
after deducting the extraordinary re- 
ceipts of the yeai from the war revenue 
act and from Pacific railroad sales. The 
only increase made to the customs re- 
ceipts by the war revenue act were by 
way of tbe duty on tea, which produced 
during the year $2,079,787. The in- 
ternal revenue receipts of the year from 
the war revenue act were $55,286,83.1.

WILSON HOUSE BLOCK. 


Remarkable Piece of Mechanism. 
The huge traveling crane at the gov- 


ernment arsenal at Watertown, Mass.. 
is one of the most remarkable of mod- 
ern mechanisms. For a long time the 
vast machine was propelled by hand, 
with at least four helpers required to 
run it from one point to another by 
xeans of endless chains, and. as the 
building is but little short of 300 feet 
long, nearly an hour was often consum- 
ed in moving it the length of the build- 
ing. But the ingenious idea being con- 
ceived of attaching electricity to the 
crane and using it for motive power, 
the result realized is so perfect a work- 
ing of the crane that it will run the 
length of the building in one minnta 
It is handled by a man who stands in a 
small cage affixed to the crane and. by 
means of fonr levers, runs the machine 
n any direction, hoists or lowers it or 
moves it forward or back. The size of 
this apparatus appears from the fact 
that it does the work of about 20 men 
and of six cranes operated by band. 
Thus the lifting of a 10 inch gun up- 
on a carriage is now accomplished in 
a very few moments, instead of, as for- 
merly, requiring hours.

Philadelphia, there were a number of 
propositions brought forward as great 
leading principles for tbe new govern- 
ment to be established for the United 
States. A copy of these propositions was 
given to each member, with an injunc- 
tion to keep everything a profound sew 
cret. One morning, by accident, one of 
tbe members dropped his copy of the 
propositions, which, being luckily pick- 
ed up by General Mifflin, was presented 
to General Washington, our president, 
who put it in his pocket. After the de- 
bates of the day were over and the ques- 
tion for adjournment was called for the 
general arose from his seat and, previ- 
ous to his putting the question, address- 
ed the convention in the following man- 
ner: 
. "Gentlemen, I am sorry to find that 
some one member of this body has been 
so neglectful of the secrets of tbe con* 
vention as to drop in tbe statebouse a 
copy of their proceedings, which by ac- 
cident was picked up and delivered to 
me this morning. I must entreat gen- j 
tlemen to be more careful, lest our 
transactions get into the newspapers and 
disturb the publio repose by premature 
speculations.

Let bim who owns it take 
it.'' At the same time he bowed, picked 
np his hat and quitted tbe room with a 
dignity so severe that every person 
seemed alarmed.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


In a very few years of the recent 


past a notable Christian Science sen- 
timent has grown in this city as it has 
grown elsewhere. Not many yeara 
ago the advocates of this faith or 
science were classed with Spiritualists, 
Clairvoyants and other such sects and 
•were awarded the popular scorn that 
attaches to any body of people which 
leaves itself open, in the public nun<3, 
to the charge of over-credulity. Now 
much of that has changed and Chris- 
tian Science—even Spiritualism ard 
Clairvoyance—is considered 
one of 


the tenacious phenomena that will not 
down under the attack of derision. 
Here in this city, Christian Science has 
arrown conspicuously, and one of the 
woofs of this is that a special car took 
3ver 50 North Adams people to Troy 
last night to listen to Carol Norton, C. 
S. D, deliver his addres-? on "Chris- 
tian Science and Common Sense." A 
proof of the growth elsewhere was 
given in the fact that Music Hall, Troy, 
never held a larger audience than that 
which gathered to hear Mr. Norton 
speak. These demonstrations show, if 
-They show no more, that Christian 
Science has won for itself a respect- 
ful hearing. 


i It is very natural but nsver very wise 
'to attack a new social-religious move- 
merit which claims a foundation in the 
psychical life—the mind or soul life 
as distinguished from the purely phy- 
sical life, if there is any such thing. 
The world today is very ready to pride 
itself upon its science, but it is not 
pcientific to assume that which has not 
been proved. If there are among the 
"*,. or,t,flr." pprprvpe. anv who have cast 
a somewhat scornful but pitying eye at 
tae chnstian Scientist he must be not 
a little surprised to find where he is 
at if he honestly compares notes with 
the man who has excited his sympathy. 


The scientific man and the Christian 


Scientist will find himself quite well 
agreed on principles. It may be that 
the scientific man will have some 
doubts concerning the scientists' claims 
of healing and regeneration, but he i 
will prudently hold his peace, for if he j 
goes so far as to admit pr&ciples he | 
•will be very foolish if he says that from 
these principles these things the Scien- 
tist claims cannot come. 


The common ground on which the 


scientific man and the Scientist meets 
•would be very difficult to set forth in 
short space and without technical terms. 
What is known as the Idealistic-Monistic 
philosophy, the philosophy to which 
the world of thinkers is moving if it 
hap not already moved to it, and the 
Christian Science principles are start-1 


lingiy alike. This philosophy teaches 
that the universe is absolute in its one- 
ness, that all things are of one origin 
and have one purpose, that the mani- 
fold expressions of life, of all the uni- 
verse are but various expressions of 
the one soul-life or mind-life which 
pervades all, and that the sum of this 
ooul-ttfe—common to matter and man 
—is the Absolute Mind or God. This 
may be shocking to the "orthodox" 
people, but it is the philosophy accept- 
ed by President Hyde of Bowdoln, 
whose "Outlines of Theology" Rev. W. 
I* Tenney of this city has given con- 
siderable attention to-

Scientist and the Idealistic-Monistic 
philosopher, the advanced thinker of 
the age, have something like the same ' 
groundwork and to the Scientist needs 
make no apology for his science or 
faith. Mr. Norton recognizes this and 
•ays- "In this era metaphysical and 
idealistic philosophy as one united 
system is sweeping all before it"

"The city charter of Melrose, Mass., 


as approved by the house of represen- 
tatives, contains the novel provision 
that no vote of the aldermen granting 
a franchise shall be vahd unless U shall 
be approved by a vote of the ctijzens.

in Increase of 111.9 Pewit Agrttd 
Upon by Agents of Fill fiiror Mills. 


Other New England Oitiei 
Will Probably Follow Suit. 


Ctttm Kino KnfgM Predicts general (tester*

Fall River. Mass., Feb. 88.—At a con- 


ference between the executive board of 
the Manufacturers' association and the 
Fall River Textile Council representa- 
tives yesterday, the final proposition to 
the operatives was a complete restora- 
tion of the wage scale prior to the cut- 
down of Jan. 3, 1898. 


The cut at that time was one-ninth 


in all departments, which meant a da- 
crease of over $20,000 in the weekly pay- 
roll of the mill workers of the city. The 
restoration will date from April 3 next. 
The offer o:t the manufacturers included 
a clause requiring the endeavors of the 
local labor leaders to bring about the 
adoption of a sliding scale at the con- 
venience of the manufacturers and 
operatives alike. The restoration, how- 
ever, was not made conditional upon 
the adoption of the sliding scale. 


The expected proposition from 
the 


manufacturers of a partial restoration 
was presented to the meeting in the 
form of an offer of a 6% percent raise, 
to go into effect on April 3 next, and the 
balance to be restored when cloth had 
advanced to I cents a yard. This prop- 
osition was met by the members of the 
Textile Council with the argument that 
the delegates of the organizations rep- 
resented were Instructed to accept noth- 
ing short of a full restoration of wages. 
The argument was advanced on behalf 
of the Manufacturers' association that 
a sliding scale might be adopted which 
would be just to both employers and 
employes, and which could be based 
upon figures that would approximate a 
restoration. 


Many speeches were made. 
It was 


called to the attention of the council 
that the wages paid at present in Fall 
River were higher than those paid in 
New Bedford or Rhode Island cotton 
towns, and much higher than in the 
smaller New England towns and in the 
south. 


The manufacturers finally submitted 


the following written proposition: 


"In consideration of the fact that each 


%md every member of the Textile Coun- 
cil now pledges his Individual support 
to the endeavor to arrive at some method 
of regulating wages by a sliding scale, 


! to be hereafter arranged, we (the man- 
! ufacturers) agree that wages shall be 
| advanced upon Monday, April 3,1899, to 


the schedule existing previous to Jan. 
1, 1898." 


Although the date, April 3, was not 


a* soon as the operatives wished the 
restoration to take place, it was near 
enough to end the conference. The in- 
structions to the Textile Council from 
the unions had been to demand an "im- 
mediate" restoration. After the secret 
session the Textile Council adjourned 
to their hall to take action and adopt a 
recommendation to the several textile 
bodies, meetings of which will be called 
at once. 


The organizations must yet pass upon 


the manufacturers' proposition, when 
their sentiment will be referred to the 
manufacturers either in acceptance or 
otherwise. 
It is very probable that the 


operatives will accept without condition 
the proposition. 


The matter of a future sliding scale 


was not put Into definite shape, as it 
must follow the,formal acceptance of 
the manufacturers' offer of'restoration. 
It is not discussed in labor circles, ex- 
cept in the abstract 
The restoration 


is of much greater immediate import- 
ance, as it effects about 20,000 hands. 
The manufacturers' representatives say 
absolutely nothing concerning the slid- 
ing scale, refusing to be interviewed.

Washington. Feb. 88.—At a caucus of 


the Democratic members of the house of 
representatives last night the following 
declaration of poHcy and resolution as to 
the Philippines were adopted: 


"We hold that the constitution of the 


United States was ordained and estab- 
lished for an intelligent, liberty-loving 
and »elf-governing: people and cannot b 
successfully applied to a people of dif 
ferent virtues and conditions. 


"We therefore hold that a colonial pol- 


icy is contrary to the theory of our gov- 
ernment and subversive of those great 
principles of civil liberty which we have 
been taught to cherish. 


"W« believe, with the declaration of 


independence, that all governments de 
rive their Just powers from the consent 
of the governed, and we are unalterably 
opposed to the establishment of any 
gov- 


ernment by the United States without 
the consent of the people to be governed 
and in conformity with these principles 
we instruct the minority members of the 
foreign affairs committee to Introduce 
and urge the following resolution.: 


"Resolved, That the United States 


hereby disclaim any disposition or inten- 
tion to exercise permanent sovereignty, 
Jurisdiction or control over the Philippine 
Islands, and assert their determination, 
when an Independent government shall 
have been erected therein, to transfer to 
said government, upon terms which shall 
be reasonable and just, all rights se- 
cured under the cession by Spain, and 
thereupon leave the government and con- 
trol of the islands to their people." 


Another resolution was adopted com- 


mending the loyalty and valor of our 
soldiers and sailors and pledging their 
hearty support and sympathy. 


The resolutions were adopted by prac- 


tically unanimous vote. 


Several speeches were made. Tha 


speech of General Wheeler was notablt 
In differing with the prevailing view. He 
urged that nothing should be done which 
pould be construed as a lack of support 
to our soldiers. 


The hands of the president should be 


upheld, he said, when fighting was going 
on. A» a matter of expediency also he 
urged that the party should not oppose 
the war. Wars were popular, he de- 
clared. 


The caucus began at S p. m., and 


lasted until nearly midnight 
The at- 


tendance was large, and little division 
of sentiment was manifested on the gen- 
eral features of the resolution. 


The following resolution by Livingston 


(Qa.) was lost by a small majority; 


"Resolved, Tnat the United States con- 


gress, as soon as the treaty of peace be- 
tween this government and Spain Is 
ratified, give notice to the inhabitants 
of the Philippines that it is not our de- 
sire or purpose to hold them under per- 
manent military control or as colonial 
subjects, but, as soon as practicable, to 
aid them to establish a republican form 
of government, and to become independ- 
ent and self sustaining, with such com- 
mercial and military privileges to the 
United States as may be agreed upon 
between us. 
In the meantime we will 


protect both persona and property with 
the largest liberty to citizens possible 
under the circumstances." 


Lowell, Mass., Feb. 28.—The operatives 


of the Lowell mills are delighted with the 
result of "the Fall River conference, as 
they are unanimous in the belief that the 
restoration of the old-schedule of wages 
In Fall River foreshadows similar action 
by the Lowell manufacturers. The opin- 
ion is general amonc them that notices 
will be posited in the locai<mill»aifnoun«< 
ing the restoration of the old schedule 
Without any agitation Upon the part of 
the operatives, but if after a reasonable 
time such notices do not materialise 
they will demand the increase. "They ex- 
pressed themselves as willing to accept 
a sliding schedule if a standard, not un- 
favorable to the operatives, was estab- 
lished. 


New Bedford, Mass., Pe*. 28.—It Is gen- 


erally understood in this city that-the 
local manufacturers will follow the lead 
of Fall River In granting a restoration 
of the old wages to the textile operatives. 
Po far the operative* have received no 
answer to their request for a conference, 
and the mill treasurers are not inclined 
to furnish any information upon the sub- 
ject.

A work horse's shoes cost a good deal 


more than its driver'* shoes da Truck 
horses, delivery wagon horses and the 
greet number of horees used for varioci 
working purposes, including 
mauy 


horses driven to backs and other public 
carriages, are ordinarily shod once a 
month «t a cost of |8.50, so that the 
wcrk horse's shoes are likely to coat 
f 30 a year anyway, and there may be 
some additional expense for sharpening 
and resetting. 


Sharpening costs $1.50. Whether this 


ie necessary or-not depend?, of course, 
primarily npon the weather. It may de- 
pend much upon the time of day the 
horse ia driven. There may be seasons 
in which sharpening is not necessary. 
Not ali drivers get the shoes of their 
horses sharpened even wbeu the going 
Is slippery. Such going may come ubont 
suddenly apd unexpectedly, and it may 
be of brief donation, and theu there are 
drivers who under ordinary circum- 
stances take the risk of the greater cost 
of a broken shaft or an injured animal 
to save the cost of «barpeuing. Of v orl; 
horses in general probably sometmng 
more than half have their bhces shaip- 
ened when the going is slippery. There 
are some, however, whose shoes are al- 
most all kept sharpened «t such times, 
these being tho horses that wcrk at 
night and iu the early morning before 
the sun has softened the ico or melted 
it away. These include horses driven 
to milk wagons, bakers' horses, and so 
on, how often the shoes are sharpened 
depending on the going. 


Usually when a horse is shod he is 


shod all around. Sometimes there in oc- 
casion to put on a single shoe, as when 
s horse throws a shoo. The cost of a 
single new shoe is one-fourth the cost 
of a aet—in the case of a work horse 08 
cents. The charge for resetting the old 
shoe would be 35 cents. Besetting ib 
general, from one shoe up, costs abuus 
one-half, or a little more than half, as 
much as fitting a horse with new shoes. 
In putting on a single shoe an old shoe 
would commonly be used, to make it 
match those remaining on. If it is not 
too much worn, the shoe the horse ha» 
oast would be put back if the driver 
picked it op. It is suitable and it fits 
If it has not been picked up, then t. 
clipper is put on from the pile in tin 
ahop, slipper being the shop name oi 
the worn shoe taken off and thrown 
aside when a horse is resbod. 


Horses have peculiarities in wearing 


their shoes, just aa men do. Some wear 
them off more at the toe, some more at 
the heel, and some wear them more on 


' one aide than on the other. Horses' 


Bhoea wear off more quickly on granite 
pavements than they do on asphalt, and 
the greatly increased use of asphalt 
pavement lias led to a correspondingly 
increased use of rnbber'pads iu hordes' 
ehoes to give the horses a better foot- 
bold. Rubber pads, as well as the shoes, 
are fitted to the horse's foot and nailed 
on with the shoe. Shoes with rubber 
pads of this kind for work horses, cost, 
put on, f 4 or $5 a set. They are likely 
to wear longer than shoes without pads, 
but they are commonly replaced or re- 
set at thu end of a month. The necessi- 
ty for resbociug the horse at intervals 
of about a month is due in a considera 
ble degree to the natural growth of the 
horse's hoofs, which require trimming 
or other attention about once in BO 
often. In the case of iron shoes, at the 
end of a month, when they are taken 
off, they are likely to be too much worn 
to go another month, and new shoes are 
put on. In the case of rubber pad shoes, 
if they are not too much worn, they are 
reset, and this may be done in perhaps 
40 or 50 per cent of the cases. Some- 
times the old shoes may be put back 
with new pads, sometimes the old pads 
with new shoes. It depends a good deal 
on the manner in which the horse weais 
them. So that while the first cost of 
rubber pad shoes is considerably greater 
than that of plain shoes the net cost is 
not so much greater. 


.The price charged for shoeing a pri- 


vate coach or carriage horse is $1 more 
than for shoeing a work horse, or f 3.50, 
and rubber pad shoes, such as those de- 
scribed, for carriage horses cost $5 or $3 
a set. Such horses are rushed ordinarily, 
like most horses, once a month, and as 
a rule their shoes are also reset in the 
middle of the month. And the shoes oi 
private carriage horses are more com- 
monly kept sharpened ia slippery weath- 
er titan are those of work horses. Wom- 
en are more likely to bo disturbed by 
tho slipping of a horse than a man 
would be, and the carriage horses are 
usually more valuable* than wrrL 
borMu, and less risk of injury is taken. 


I& some rases it might be that the 


charge for shoeing u horse, either a car- 
riage horse or a work hcrse, would be 
according to the time required rather 
than by the job, ax, for example, in 
the caie of a lame horse, in shoeing 
which more than tbo wwal time would 
be needed. Bhces at..- n*:!e and fitted 
to meet any requircn,en«, and the cost 
might be. noootdiug to the amount of 
work and time expended, from $1 to $d 
fot ii single shoe.—Nov. York fcsnu.

There is no question that well an. 


tbenticated oases are on record where 
disastrous wrecks of railroad trains 
bavo been averted by almost seeming 
miracles. Jcme« E. White, general su- 
perintendent of tho railway mail service 
nc Washington, relates tbe particulars 
of a remarkable jump of 28 feet made 
by a locomotive. As Mr. White tells 
tba story, it was ou the 1st of Septem- 
b*r, 1892, when a New York and Chi- 
ongo mail train on the Kew York Cen- 
tral, which was behind time and run- 
ning at a very high rate of speed, 
r«Ached New Hamburg, where a 28 foot 
draw of a bridge was open, which open 
space it is claimed the engine cleared 
aud landed tafely on the mam portion 
of tho bridge, thu rest of the train go- 
ing down through tbe opening.' While 
the engine, it is said, made tbe leap of 
28 feet in safety, the engineer and fire- 
men, not having timo to jump, were 
both killed. John .H. Cain, a postal 
clerk, was killed, and M. E. Tovruey, 
clerk in charge, was seriously injured, 
the other postal clerks escaping unhurt. 


While none of tbe local railroad men 


knows of any locomotives that are as 
good jumpers as White's or that do the 
bounding jockey act, some of them 
know of miraculous and hairbreadth es- 
capes. Garlton Earis of the old Ohio and 
Mississippi for many years and moro 
recently with tbe B. and O. S. W. tells 
that he and Ed Swift a number of years 
ago were riding on a train over tbe 
Ohio abd Big Sandy road when an ac- 
cident was narrowly averted. But let 
Faris tell the story: 


"Tbe road was about the roughest at 


that time 1 had ever ridden over. There 
were only a few passengers on tbe train. 
Swift and I were in tbe forward coach 
talking to the conductor when tbe soli- 
tary sleeping car passenger came stag- 
gering in aud said: 'Mr. Conductor, 
your road is so rough I can't sleep in 
my berth. I have been pitched ont of 
my berth twice in the last quarter of 
an hour. There must be something the 
matter.' 


"The conductor picked up his lantern 


and said, 'Come.on, and I'll go back 
with you aud see what's wrong.' Swift 
and I sat where we were talking, and 
very soon' we saw that the bellcord 
waa being very violently pulled and tbe 
engineer was whistling for brakes. The 
train finally came to a standstill, aud 
Swift and I kept onr seats and kept on 
talking. As, after five minutes or more, 
there were no sjgus of the train going 
ahead, we concluded to go back aud see 
what was tbe cause of the delay 


"Tbe conductor and trainmen were 


grouped about the sleeper with their 
lanterns, and we soon found out that 
the sleeper had left the track and had 
been running over tbe ties for how far 
we uaver knew. The nigbt was pitch 
dark and it was raining very bard. It 
took the men at least tbree hours to get 
the (deeper on the rails again. The 
wheels were very near the eud of the 
ties, and had the train gone 100 yards 
farther tbe sleeper would have been off 
the ties and over a high embankment." 


Frank Martin of the Missouri, Kan- 


sas and Texas said: 


"I remember of a disastrous wreck 


being almost miraculously averted ou 
the Memphis and Little Rock road 
along about 1883. A passenger train 
Was traveling at a high rate of speed 
when the engine threw a piece of rail 
about three feet long out of the track, 
This piece of rail was thrown at least 
So feet from the track. Strange as it 
seems, the tender, baggage car, coaches 
and sleepers went over this place where 
tbe rail was oat and gained the rail 
again without one of the cars leaving 
the track except when tbe wheels went 
down on to the ties at one end of tbe 
broken rail, • only to mount the rail 
again at tbe other end of the tree*.

Byau said: 


"I remember two instances when the 


lives of engineers and firemen were 
baved by a seeming intervention of 
Providence. A number of years ago a 
new trestle was being put in, and fa]so 
•works had been erected to permit of the 
temporary passage of trains. The work- 
men had failed to put in some necessary 
bolts. The first train that came along 
was a freight. As soon as the engine 
etruck the false work it gave way, and 
down went tbe engine. The "fall was 
one of 50 teet, and in falling the engine 
made a complete revolution and alight- 
ed on tho ground upon its wheels right 
eido up, and the euginetr and fireman 
both escaped injury, although they 
were probubly pretty badly jarred by 
the fall. 


"The other caeo I know of is that of 


a train running at a good spued when 
the engine ran into a large rock that 
bad fallen en, the track just at the 
mouth of a tunnel. The impact cauted 
the tender to bend up from tbe rear end 
uud form a protecting hood over the en- 
gineer and fireman in the Iroomotnve 
cab, and they were uninjured. Bad this 
not occurred, they would either have 
heeu badly injure or had their lives 
crushed ont." 


Another passenger man said yesterday; 
"When I was a bleeping car conductor 


on the old Bee line, about 30 years ago, 
the train was late, aud we wore going 
along at a pretty lively gait. Wo were 
within about five miles of Indianapolis 
when tbe engine and four cars jumped 
the track, and we thought there would 
be a smash up, but - before the train 
could be stopped every wheel was again 
on the mils without tbe least daujaga , 
being done to auy part of tho train or 
any of the passengers, barring tbe fright 
we all had."—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Lord Charles Beresford. wbo arrived 


in New York a few days ago, was en- 
tertained by the American Asiatic asso- 
ciation at a dinner at Delmonico's, and 
in the course of an address said: 


! 
"I have been treated with the most 


extraordinary good fellowship and kind- 
ness all through America. In coming to 
your country I found myself in a diffi- 
cult position. I thought if I were to 
speak here there might be several 
thoughts flash through the minds of 
your people. One was that I might be 
a sort of pilot, finding out what the 
state of American opinion was wnh 
the idea of an alliance with England 
and hoping perhaps that your alliance 
might help ua in difficulties tfeat we 
might meet with in the east in the fu- 
ture. I assure you nothing of that sort 
has been in my mission. 


"Another idea prevalent is that I am 


a government emissary. 


"I have nothing whatever to do with 


the government of any sort, kind or de- 
scription 1 imagine really that I should 
be the last person the government 
would pick for such a mission. I am 
generally employed in finding out the 
faults of the government Yon will 
agree with me that my previous career 
does notqujte entitle me to be a com- 
mercial or financial agent to tbe east 
Therefore I believe I was only asked to 
go because the chambers of commerce 
said, 'We will send ont that man be- 
cause he does not care for anything or 
anybody, and he will tell the truth.' 


"There is no politics in the devel- 


opment of trade and commerce for any 
country. All politics, no matter how 
strongly they may feel in opposite direc- 
tions, are united in that one point- 
that trade and commerce are good for 
the world, are good for their country. 
The development is necessary, and it ia 
not a party question. 


"Now, there has been a general con- 


sensus of opinion, eo far as I can see, 
among those nations that trade in China 
with tbe open door is the best policy. 
But in my humble opinion—and I am 
rather a practical man—I do not see 
that |t is any use for us to hello for 
tbe open door unless we put forward 
some way in which we are to keep it 
open, and that way should be a clear, 
strong and definite proposition, which 
should be courteous to all nations. 


"Let us do something. If we are to 


have the open door, let us put down a 
clear and understandable line in which 
ve can keep that door open. 


"With regard to that word "alliance' 


I do not think it is a good word. I nev- 
er, either in the house of commons or 
in the few remarks I have made about 
China and Japan in other places, used 
the word 'alliance' alone. I have said 
'commercial alliance.' An alliance in 
.the ordinary sense of terms means a de- 
fensive a»d- offensive treaty, which, I 
believe, is committed to parchment, in 
which two countries agree to defend 
each other under all sorts and kinds of 
conditions. 


"I can imagine nothing more foreign 


to American sentiment or more foreign 
to the sentiment of tbe country which 
I have the honor to represent As yon 
know, for many years we have been 
able to tight onr own battles and look 
after pur own business without any al- 
liance with anybody. We are very well 
able to take care of ourselves. 


"You are in exactly the same posi- 


tion 
Yon can very well take care of 


yourselves and of your own business 
without any-ftiing whatever in the shape 
of such a matter or such an agreement 
as an alliance is generally understood 
to be. Therefore I disclaim at once 
against anything suggesting that I 
mean by the woid 'alliance' offensive 
and defensive alliance between this 
country and Great Britain or between 
Great Britain, this country, Germany 
and Japan. 


1 'But there is another point—the idea 


of a commercial alliance. There may 
ba co-operation and there may be con- 
currence in question of trading inter* 
osts upon which we are absolutely unit- 
ed and intermingled, and it is that con- 
currence and that co-operation that I 
endeavor tc describe in thin word 'al- 
liance. ' 


"It is a commercial alliance, or if 


you like, scratch out 'alliance' altogeth- 
er and use the word 'understanding.' 
For what t To keep the door open in 
China, not for onr selfish selves—Great 
Britain. America. Japan or Germany— 
but to keep the door open with equal 
opportunities for all nations, with a 
fair field and with no favor to any one. 


"From what I have seen in China I 


am absolutely certain that unless we .do 
something to help her—and it is but a 
little belp that we need give her—ab< 
will collapse When she collapses, there 
is nothing left at all for us for our trade 
and commerce except to declare 'a 
sphere of influence' over some portion 
of China, That makes China a Euro- 
pean province, the very thing we do not 
want." 


Lord Beresford went on to explain 


that he left France and Russia out of 
his- proposal because neither of them 
has any import trade to speak of in 
China All their export trade is carried 
in British bottoms. 


China, he explained, has no army ot 


navy worthy the name She is absolute* 
ly unprepared to give any security 
whatever either for present foreign 
trade or for the future.

The 
legislature's average length of session 
is five months, or 20<weeks Each leg- 
islator, therefore, isArenumerated for 
his services at the average rate of 
$37.50 per week. 


Beyond this, the^only financial re- 


ward that the state bestows on the 
members of the legislature is in the 
form of milpasre. In many cases this 
is noinconsiderable«um,saystlieBoston 
Globe, in describing how the repre- 
sentatives from Berkshire can make a 
pretty good thing' of it financially. 
Every member of the legislature, no 
matter where his residence may be, 
receives some money for mileage. This 
is fixed at the rate of $2 a mile for one 
trip from the member's home to the 
state house. 


A member from Pittsfleld, for ex- 


ample, which is over 150 miles from 
Boston, would receive more than $300 
in mileage. A member from North Ad- 
ams would receive nearly the same 
amount- Members from places as far 
away as Daiton and Hinsdale would 
fare about as well, and a legislator 
coming- from Springfield would get 
about $200. 


The price of a good room in a good 


locality in Boston, such as any mem- 
ber of the legislature might find de- 
sirable, would cost not more than $5 
a week, or $100 for the average legis- 
lative session of 20 weeks. 


Altogether commodious accommoda- 


tions could be had for $4 or even less 
a week, but in the best location the 
price might be $5 for a very good room 
The member from Pittsfleld, say, after 
paying this sum for rent would stll 
have $200 to expand for living. This 
could be used at the rate of $10 a week 
and last through the session of 20 
weeks. This income of $15 a week 
added to the salary of $37.50 would 
give to the Plttsfield member a weekly 
sum of $52 50. 


This sum of $52.50 a week for 20 weeks 


or $1050 for the legislative session, is 
about as much money as any member 
of the Massachusetts legislature may 
obtain in salary and perquisites from 
the state.
